CONSTRUCTION  TO  BEGIN — Final  approval  has  been  granted  in  about  a month.  The  structure,  picture  here  in  model  form, 

construction  of  the  new  classroom  building,  and  work  will  begin  will  be  about  285  feet  long,  65  feet  wide.  It  will  have  110  offices. 
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The  new  classroom  building 
will  be  a reality  within  about  a 
year.  This  information  was  re- 
leased by  associate  treasurer  Ben 
Lewis  today,  as  campus  officials 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  gave 
final  approval  to  plans  for  the 
structure.  Construction  will  be- 
gin late  in  February  or  early  in 
March. 

The  new  building,  which  as 
yet  has  received  no  name,  will  be 
located  immediately  west  of  the 
Science  building  on  a site  which 
is  now  a parking  lot  on  the  west 
brow  of*  University  Hill.  The 
large  quadrangular  lawn  will  sep- 
arate the  two  buildings. 

Part  of  Program 

The  new  development  is  part 
of  a $10  million  building  program 
which  was  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  last  year  with 
the  construction  of  16  new  group 
living  apartment  buildings,  a new 
Student  Service  building  and  En- 
gineering Laboratory  building. 
Yet  to  come  on  the  program  are 
a warehouse,  administration 
building,  men’s  dormitories  and 
a building  for  the  College  of 
Family  Living,  which  is  expected 
to  exceed  in  size  even  the  spaci- 
ous Science  building. 

The  classroom  building  will  be 
a three-story  structure,  285  by 
65  feet,  with  60,000  square  feet 
of  floor  space.  This  is  about  twice 
the  size  of  the  Student  Service 
Center  or  about  half  the  size  of 
the  Science  building. 

According  to  tentative  plans, 
it  will  house  the  College  of  Edu- 
cation, which  will  move  from 
the  lower  campus,  the  English 
department,  the  Department  of 
Modern  Languages  and  the  De- 
partments of  Political  Science  and 
History. 

Auditorium  Classrooms 

The  new  building  will  contain 
110  offices  and  8 classroAms,  two 
of  which  are  auditorium  types 
which  will  seat  200  persons  each. 
The  language  department  also 
will  be  equipped  with  23  small 
phonetics  laboratories  and  con- 
versation rooms. 

In  design  it  will  resemble  other 
recent  buildings  on  the  upper 
campus  wfth  blond  brick  and 
white  cast  stone  trim.  However, 
it  will  employ  greater  use  of 
glass  surfaces  on  both  the  east 
and  west  faces.

This  department  not  only  aids 
the  students  in  obtaining  the 
most  desirable  type  of  housing, 
but  also  aids  them  with  their  per- 
sonal problems.  Everything  from 
homesickness,  hours  to  be  in,  and 
leaky  faucets  is  discussed  be- 
tween department  heads  and  the 
individual  student. 

Very  few  people  realize  the 
vast  area  of  student  life  covered 
by  this  department,  or  the  num- 
ber of  people  involved  in  making 
it  a success.  Miss  Leah  Farr, 
i director  for  women's  on-campus 
: student  housing,  gives  assistance 
to  the  girls  on  their  problems; 
i Clarence  Fields  acts  as  super- 
visor over  student  of^campus 
I housing;  Sears  Hintze  manages 
i the  Wymount  office,  supervising 
i residence  hall  and  co-op  house 
: services,  and  distributes  line, 
i cleaning  materials,  etc.;  John 
I Harris  listens  to  the  problems  of 
i those  living  in  Wymount  Village; 
Alma  Schwab  keeps  the  men  in 
Wymount  Residence  Halls  con- 
i tented.  These  and  many  more  are 
constantly  working  to  make  cam- 
pus living  satisfactory. 

Business  Office 

The  part  of  this  organization 
that  is  nearest  to  the  eyes  of 
i the  public  is  the  business  office, 
located  on  the  main  floor  of  the 
Book  Store,  In  this  office  are 
three  full  time  clerical  personnel 
and  two  full  time  cashiers.  All 
rent  money  for  campus  living  is 
paid  at  this  office,  and  all  stu- 
dent housing  must  be  cleared 
here.  This  department  has  on 
file  each  student  living  in  Uni- 
versity facilities.

The  place  to  be  occupied 
must  have,  for  sleeping  purposes, 
forty  square  feet  per  occupant. 
Other  facilities  such  as  storage 
space,  cooking  and  eating,  furn- 
ishing, heat  and  water  facilities 
and  bathroom  facilities  must 
meet  University  requirements. 

Approved  Housing 

Each  approved  horns  is  listed 
in  the  Housing  Office.  Any  stu- 
dent may  see  these  listings  and 
choose  the  home  he  desires.  The 
Housing  Department  does  not  tell 
the  students  where  they  should 
live,  it  simply  aids  them  in  find- 
ing the  most  desirable  places. 

Besides  arranging  housing, 
this  department  must  see  that 
buildings  are  painted,  maintained 
and  kept  in  good  repair  at  all 


times.  Cooperating  iq  this  mat- 
ter with  the  Housing  Department 
is  Buildings  and  Grounds.  They 
do  the  work  after  being  notified 
by  the  Housing  Department  that 
it  needs  to  be  done. 

Best;  Facilities 

According  to  Mr.  Schwendi- 
man, the  University  has  the  best 
facilities  possible  at  the  present 
time  for  on-campus  housing. 
They  are  economical  and  cheap- 
er than  most  other  colleges.  Ov- 
er 2,136  students  are  housed  in 
on-campus  living  quarters. 

The  duties  of  the  Housing  De- 
partment do  not  end  in  June 
when  everyone  else  has  a vaca- 
tion, this  is  their  busiest  time  of 
the  year.  They  prepare  all  hous- 
ing for  fall  quarter,  and  obtain 
places  to  stay  for  visiting  pro- 
fessors and  special  groups  com- 
ing to,  summer  school.

Demo  Leader 
Cool  During 
Campus  Visit

Stephen  Mitchell,  .national 
chairman  of  the  Democratic  par- 
ty, visited  the  campus  Monday. 
He  answered  questions  from  a 
selected  panel  of  professors  and 
political  science  majors  plus  a 
couple  from  the  audience.  Those 
who  came  to  hear  the  issues  of 
the  day  discussed,  left  disgrutled, 
because  Mr.  Mitchell  trod  among 
the  questions  as  carefully  as  a 
maiden  stepping  from  stone  to 
stone  across  a brook.  He  rarely 
got  his  feet  in  j'che  water  and 
then  only  for  a moment. 

Some  examples: 

Question:  Secretary  Benson 

and  his  farm  program. 

“I  don’t  remember  hearing  any 
Benson  Plan  being  proposed. 
Some  days  ago,  I must  say  this, 
that  there  was  some  proposal 
that  was  just  the  Brarman  Plan 
in  sheep’s  clothing.”  He  added 
that  he  had  only  the  highest  re- 
gard for  Benson’s  integrity  and 
wouldn’t  say  anything  against 
“the  man  or  his  character.”  (This 
received  the  loudest  applause  of 
any  remark.) 

Question:  Communism  in  the 
coming  election. 

“I  would  like  first  to  say  that 
Communism  is  one  of  the  evils  in 
the  world  today.  I hope  this  cam- 
paign doesn’t  come  to  who  hates 
Communism  the  most.  That 
doesn’t  prove  anything.” 

Question:  Reconciling  the  south 
to  the  Democratic  Party. 

“I  believe  there  is  much  better 
understanding  between  north  and 
south  because  of  defeat.” 
Question:  Republican  Party  in 
the  south. 

“I  wish  we  had  a Republican 
party  in  the  south.  There  are  a 
lot  of  people  down  there  that  are 
calling  themselves  Democrats 
(but  are  really  Republicans). 

Question : Result  <of  coming 

elections. 

“I  think  we  will  win  the  House. 

I think  our  problem  is  greater 
in  the  Senate  because  of  the 
seats  that  are  at  stake  this  year.” 
Question:  Difference  between 
Democratic  Party  and  Republi- 
can Party. 

“You  will  see  the  same  differ- 
ence in  your  own  area  (by)  the 
record  of  the  Demicratic  Party 
in  . . . attempting  to  h'elp  this 
arid  part  of  the  country.  Those 
items  (in  effect  under  the  Demo- 
crats) are  not  in  the  budget  that 
has  been  sent  to  the  Congress 
this  year  or  last  year.” 

Question:  Adlai  as  a candidate 
in  1946. 

I am  sure  I couldn’t  tell  you 
that.  Who  knows  who  will  be 
alive  in  1956?” 

Question:  Prediction  of  this 
year’s  election. 

“I  am  not  that  much  of  a 
sucker.” 

Question:  Recession  or  Depres- 
sion. 

“I  don’t  know.” 

And  so  went  a disappointing 
hour.  It  was  really  more  taste- 
less than  it  reads.  There  was 
dry  tinder,  plenty  of  matches 
and  people  to  strike  them,  but 
there  were  just  too  many  fire- 
men on  the  stage.

Traffic  Fines 
Are  Enforced 

T.he  Traffic  Department  has  re- 
leased the  following  regulations 
for  traffic  control  on  University 
property.  Jmmediately  effective 
as  of  Jan.  1,  1954,  these  regula- 
tions shall  remain  in  full  force 
and  effect  until  amended: 
Two-Dollar  Fines 
Violations  requiring  a $2  fine: 
failure  to  register  vehicle,  park- 
ing in  areas  restricted  for  others, 
obstructing  any  road  way  or 
walk.  Parking  in  front  of  any 
gate,  barricade,  or  traffic  mark- 
er in  such  a way  as  to  prevent 
the  free  use  bf  the  facilities  in 
case  of  emergency,  failure  to 
Stop  at  stop  sign. 

Those  violations  requiring  a $4 
fine:  removing,  altering,  defac- 
ing, or  molesting  any  traffic 
sign,  barricade,  or  marker. 

Violations  requiring  a $5  fine: 
tampering  with  any  traffic  ticket 
.or  traffic  permit,  and  interfering 
with  any  traffic  officer  or  dis- 
obeying a traffic  officer’s  order 
given  in  the  performance  of  his 
duty. 

Treasurer’s  Office 
Fines  shall  be  paid  at  the 
Treasurer’s  office.  The  amount 
automatically  doubles  at  5 p.m. 
of  the  third  school  day  following 
the  offense.  Any  unpaid  violation 
may  result  in  withholding  of 
credit  or  dismissal  from  school. 

Any  person  receiving  a traffic 
ticket  who  feels  that  the  charge 
is  in  error  or  unjust  may  appeal 
in  writing  to  the  Traffic  Com- 
mittee and  the  appeal  will  be  con- 
sidered at  the  committee’s  next 
meeting. 


increasing  assignments  to  “main- 
tain prestige  of  the  office,”  to 
switch  grading  from  the  old 
fashioned  reading  and  thinking 
method  to  the  more  modern 
“scale  method.”
